Hundng “planted” quail 
can challenge one’s 


sheet ability 


The first tine | was invited to hunt on a commercial quail shoot 
ing operation my first thought was “There can’t be any sport to 
shooting tame Bobwhites”. T was humbled in short order 

The sudden whitring wings of a wild covey flushing before a 
brace of*pointers on a frosty morning has made. many hearts race 
with excitement.” But many’ quail hunters who chased. wild 
Bobwhites through the early 1980's have quit quail hunting because 
of lack of birds. Gone are the days of small farming where “cornes 
patches” and grownup fencerows held large coveys of wild quail, 

While some gave up wild quail hunting altogether, others, have 
discovered a Sporting alternative-hunting released pen-raised birds 
Two factors make this type hunting enjoyable- healthy, fight-con 
ditioned Bobwhileés and a challenging place to “plant” the bids. My 
introduction to this type hunting was in athinned pine plantation, 

Our host had planted the birds before our arrival. so we had no 
idea where the dogs would point, Thad just mumbled something 
negative about shootifig tame birds ‘when the first pair grupted. A 
companion und | both emptied our double barrels as the two birds 
zigged and darted to miss the trees. My first shot drew nothing but 
bark as the bird dipped behind a large pine. “The second shor failed 
to‘ruffle feathers also, Amid the laughter of my guest and compan- 
ions, | was introduced to “tame bird” hunting. 

Released birds do have some traits that differ from wild birds 
somewhat. Released birds are usually harder to flush, often letting 
the hunter get to within a few feet before flushing, They will often 
“false flush’ too, that is they will flush and fly a few feet and land 
again. But they usually take off like a rocket on the second Hush, 
Once air born, the flightof a healthy, flight conditioned Bobwhite is 
surprisingly similar to.a wild birds flight. 

Another noticeable difference between wild birds and planted 
birds is their direction Of flight, Wild birds have a tendency to plot 
a flight course to the nearest cover in a direction away from the 
hunter, Not so with released birds, They tend to fly in whatever 
direction they are facing when flushed, even toward the dogs and 
hunters. This unpredictable flight path can add anclement of excite 
ment to the hunt 

While wild quail season closes the last.of February, most cam: 
mercial quail operations can stay open through March. They usual- 
ly open over a month in advance of wild bird season, also, The new 
breed of put and také quail hunter can enjoy over two months of 
extra hunting time. 

Put and take quail hunting may not be the same us wild bird hunt 
ing, but it is an enjoyable alternative. And be careful whut you say 
about how easy “them tame birds” are to hit until you have tied it,
